EUROPE. 

London, Feb. 10. — Tho rules prosout-

govern the conduct of urgent business 
provide that vvh.cn in the opinion of 
i In' speaker it is the general sense of 
ilif liou.se tlint an}- debate should close 
hf is Hinpowered to inform the house 
of his opinion, whereupon if a motion 
lie made that the question be now put 
siii-li motion shall he immediately put 
Mini if carried by a voto of three to one 
i lieu division on the main question 
shall be immediately taken.

The same rules 
will lie applicable when the house is in 
i niiiuiittec with the exception of one 
providing for closing debate. 

London, Feb. 10. — In the house of 
''millions to-day Sir Honry Wolll' ask- 
I'd whether the Irish protection act 
would apply to foreigners. Forster 
replied in the affirmative, adding that • 
under former acts of the kind citizens 
of tho United States had been arrested. 
Wolll' then inquired if those citizens 
were not tried by public tribunals. 
Forster requested that notice bo given 
of this question. Tho home secretary 
declared that if other ticket-of-leave 
men acted as Davitt had they would be 
sent to prison again. The report from 
Portland prison is that. Davitt is in good 
health and satisfied with the arrange- 
ments made for him. 

London, Feb. 10. — In the commons 
the marquis of Hartington said that 
the Russo-Afghan correspondence 
would not make any difference in the 
government's decision as to Candahar. 

Biustol, Feb. 10.— The City , 

which sailed from New York for Bris- 
tol, England, Dec. 28th, is 2(i days 
overdue. She carried a general cargo 
of about 2000 tons; had a crew of 27 
men, officers included, and no passen- 
gers. 

Madrid. Feb. 9.— In the cortes to- 
day Scnor Sagosta, announcing the 
formation of a new cabinet, stated that 
the ministry would follow the princi- 
ples they supported from opposition 
benches. 

Dublin, Feb. 0. — A serious en- 
counter has taken place at a fair held 
in Killkeely in which the people stoned 
tin; police. An encounter also occurred 
at Bally Hounis where the police charg- 
ed the crowd at the point of the bay- 
onet. 

Paris, Feb. 9. — De Lesseps receiv- 
ed a telegram from Panama announcing 
commencement of operations on the 
canal. 

A meeting of the copyright nssocia 
tion today passed a resolution general- 
ly approving the American proposal 
for a copyright treaty; but advocating 
an extension of time within which Eng- 
lish books should be published in Amer- 
ica to six months, and condemning a 
suggestion to tho British board of 
trade that American reprints with au- 
thors' consent bo admitted to England. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Chicago, Feb. 10. — Some days ago 
government detectives discovered that 
thefts of mail matter were being com- 
mitted on mail cars, between Roches- 
ter and Huron, on the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern trains, and several 
arrests were made. Last night tho 
police made what they consider the 
most important arrest for five years, in 
the person of John P. Leist, a young 
man of good appearance, who has been 
assistant weigher at the postoffieo. On 
his person were found documents and 
money to a large amount, and under 
hislead the officers discovered in a house 
of ill fame on the South Side, large 
additional amounts of valuables, some 
of them in their original envelopes. 
Tho total amount recovered was from 
if 12,000 to $15,000. His method was 
to cut a slit in the mail pouch and ab- 
stract the letters. 

Washington, Feb, 8, — The desire to 
witness tho count of the olectorai votes 
and announcement of tho result of the 
last presidential election to-day drew an 
immense throng to the capitol, and al- 
though tho proceedings wcro simply 
formal and entirely devoid of excite- 



ment, the spectacle of the vast assem- 
blage in tho hall of the house was un- 
commonly impressive and interesting. 
The galleries were soon filled to over- 
flowing; Tho floor was also made bril- 
liant with ladies' toilets interspersed 
among the members' seats from the 
rows occupied by the grave and rever- 
end senators close back to tho doors of 
the cloak rooms, and the whole scene, 
with its attendant and thoroughly per- 
vading spirit of good nature, suggested 
an inter act nt an opera nioro than 
anything else, nnd afforded a .striking 
contrast with the tumultuous excite- 
ment and sense of danger which char- 
acterized the stormy electoral count of 
four years ago. Garfield nnd Arthur 
were declared duly elected president 
and vice president. 

New York, Feb. 10. — The interest 
ef James VV. Brooks in the Evening 
Express has been sold to Jay Gould, 
who purchases in accordance with the 
apparent policy of attempting to ob- 
tain control of the New York associat- 
ed press. 

Bilioxi, Miss., Fell. 9. Tin- steam- 
ship Josephine, Capt. Staples, from Ha- 
vana to New Orleans, broke up tit .'$ 
o'clock this morning on Ship Island. 
Tho passengers and crew wore all saved 
after seven hours' floating. Tho vessel 
is a total wreck and nothing can bo 
saved from her. The value of the 
steamer was S200,000. The storm 
along the coast was the severest for 
years. 

New Orleans, Feb. 9. —Water in 
the rear of tho sity is still rising. 

Milwaukee, Feb. 9. --Loading re- 
publicans believe nnd understand that 
tho postoffiee portfolio will be tender- 
ed Wisconsin, and that the recipient 
will bo Henry O. Payne of the city. 

CANADA. 

Halifax, Feb. 12. — The ( olumbia 
of the Anchor line, from London, is a 
week overdue. 

Halifax, Feb. 10. Eleven passen- 
gers, tho purser and two of the crew of 
the steamer Northern Light have ar- 
rived at Georgetown, Prince Edward's 
Island, from Capo Sharp. All were 
badly frost bitten, being 28 hours on 
the ice. They report the steamer sur- 
rounded by ice. Two boats go to her 
aid. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 12.— Snow full for 
the week ending last night is altogeth- 
er unprecedented, the amount being 33 
inches 2G hundredths. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Feb. 10. — The 
supreme encampment of the Order of 
Caucasians for the Pacific coast, in ses- 
sion at Sacramento, yesterday adopted 
resolutions urging ratification of tho 
new Chinese treaties.

San Francisco, Feb 11. — At Oak- 
land yesterday Mrs. Mary Ellen, wife 
of Frank Nelson, committed suicide by 
cutting her throat.

China. 



ITo.NO' Kong, Jan. 13. — It is rumor- 
ed that Li Hung Chang will shortly 
visit Foochow officially for the purpose 
of inspecting tho arsenal there. Two 
master platelayers have been sent for 
from Europe to join the staff of the ar- 
senal where work on tho iron vessels of 
war is soon to be commenced. The 
forts near the mouth of the Min and 
along the river are being garrisoned. 
The viceroys of tho provinces on tho 
eastern coast are still engaged in war- 

1 preparations. The Russian de- 
scent in the spring is looked upon as 
inevitable. 

Admiral Lesson's is convalescent 
from results of an accident in which ho 
broke his leg, and resumes command of 
a formidable Russian squadron in Chi- 
nese and Japanese waters. 

There will soon be a general rendez- 
vous in Yokohama, yet overland advi- 
ces from Peking to Shanghai state 
that all is quiet on the northwestern 
frontier. 

Railways are almost certainly to be 
introduced into the home provinces. 
Li Hung Chang has memorialized the 
government recommending their intro- 
duction. 

American merchants do not thin 
favorably of the purport of a new 
United States convention with China. 
They think America gives too much 
and gets too little. Foreign newspapers 
in China and Japan regard it with dis- 
satisfaction and characterize it as a 
farce. 

Japan. 

Yokohama, Jan. 22. — Tho national 
agricultural and industrial exhibition 
will be opened in Tokio on March 1st. 
Six classes of medals will be awarded, 
and all exhibits will be of the sole 
manufacture and production of Japan. 

The native papers state that in the 
event of a war between Russia and 
China Japan will observo a strict neu- 
trality. 

Paper currency is still at a heavy 
discount, but tho price of govornmont 
bonds is increasing.

A Curious Lawsuit. 

A singular lawsuit is going on in the 
courts of Montreal. The '.Rev. J. R. 
Bray, is a Protestant clergyman — a kind 
nf free lance, owning no superior in ro- 
ligion, and pastoring a congregation of 
his own gathering togothcr in Zion'a 
church, which, by tho way is for sale. He 
is a Uncut speaker, a clover writer and a 
sharp politician desirous of parliamentary 
honors. Why not? On the 18th Decem- 
ber he delivered a lecture in the Queen's 
Mall under the auspices of tho St. Pat- 
rick's Society. The subject was tho re- 
lation between England and Ireland, and 
although Mr. Bray himself is an English- 
man and a Protestant, he criticised the 
conduct of his country in her dealing with 
Ireland rather severely. There is in Mon- 
treal an enterprising druggist namod R. 
J. Devins, who employed a stenographer 
to take tho lecture down in short hand, 
which was done. The lecluro was then 
printed, published and distributed with 
Devin's nostrums and cures scattered all 
through it in beautiful largo letters. 
Never before has there boon witnessed 
such an admixture of high-toned litera- 
ture and patent medicines. "What," ex- 
claimed the lecturer, "what then is tho 
cure for the grievous ills of unfortunate 
Ireland?" and he is immediately answered 
"Luby's Hair Restorer, fifty cents a bot- 
tle." "There is no hope," he continues, 
"for that country, except in a firm atti- 
tude towards any party in power, which 
refuses it justice ;"and hero is interpellat- 
ed, "Try the Milk of Magnesia." Tt is 
enough to drive a man crazy, but Mr. 
Bray has recourse to the law and lays dam- 
ages at 83,500. — Guardian.

A Romantic Story of tho British Navy 

When the first flying squadron arrived 
at Esquimalt in 1870 one of tho vessels 
comprising it was commanded hy Captain 
Bythesea. Tho peculiarity of tho name 
caused much comment, and the following 
story was told one evening at tho mess 
table on board by an oflicor who professed 
t.u be well acquainted with the facts. Cap- 
tain Bythesea, it was stated, about 40 
years before, was picked up, as an infant, 
far out at sea, lashed to a balo of goods. 
A lady— presumably his mother — was with 
him, but she was dead, and there was no 
evidence of any kind by which the names 
of tho wnifs could be traced. The.offieers 
of the man-of-war which picked up the 
poor little infant did all they could by 
advertisement and enquiry to find out his 
relations and, finding all their attempts 
futile, they determined toadopl the child, 
to whom they gave tho name of " By tho 
Sea." Ho was sent to a naval school, and 
.when old enough joined the navy. By a 
happy coincidence the first ship in which 
he served was tho one which had saved 
j i is life as an infant. He took to his pro- 
fession, and during the Crimean war dis- 
tinguished himself at the Island of War- 
do, whore he earned the Victoria Cross 
and tho docovation of 0. B. Later on. his 
services in India gave him tho Compan- 
ionship of thoOrdor of tho Indian Empire 
and he now retires from tho service with 
the rank of admiral — a consummation 
little dreamed of by the kind hearted of- | 
ficers who rescued and educated him,

THIRD PROVINCIAL LEGISLATIVE 

ASSEMBLY. 



FOURTH SESSION. 

Monday, Feb. 14. 

WOOLEX MILL. 

Mr.Sniitho presented the petition of M. 
Savon to bb allowed an exclusive privi- 
lege of five years for manufacturing 
woolen goods within tho province. Re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Wilson presentd petitions from tho 
corporation of the city of Victoria for an 
amendment of tho Municipalities Act, 
and to confirm certain lines of Govern- 
ment and .Johnson streets. Received. 

Mr. Walkein said that tho petition of 
M. Savon for an exclusive privilege was 
asking the House to do something that 
was in restraint of trade and the province 
had no right to grant it. The power be- 
longed to tho Dominion. 

Mr. Smithe said that although ho had 
introduced the petition he did not endorse 
it and ho was not prepared to take an 
adverso viow of this matter to that ex- 
pressed by the Attorney General with re- 
spect to the power of tho House; but ho 
thought tho House should pass a reso- 
lution and send it with tho petition to tho 
Privato Bills Committee. He behoved 
tho opinion expressed by the. Attorney 
Genoral was correct. 

Hon. Mi*. Walkom cited a recent de- 
cision of the Supremo Court of Canada 
with respect to tho right of tho pro- 
vinces to tax brewers in support of his 
opinion. The right asked by tho petition 
was beyond our control altogether. Wo 
had no power to restrain any ono from 
going into trado for five minutes, much 
less for live years. Wo should trench 
upon the Dominion right if wo attempted 
to deal with this petition at all. We were 
regulating trade and wo had no right to 
do it. By receiving this potition we were 
recognizing tho right of M. Savon to come 
hero, when ho had no right here at all. 

Mr. Smithe said the petition must now 
go the Private Rills Committee, having 
been received by the House. The House 
was not asked to grant public money 
for the purpose, but an exclusive right 
was askod for. This application should 
now go before the Private Bills Com- 
mittee. 

The Speaker pointed out that rules of 
order forbade the introduction of a bill of 
this charactor except through a Committee 
of the Whole. 

Mr. Wilson said all taxes wore in re- 
straint of trade, yet thoy were allowed by 
tho Dominion. He should like to soothe 
mat tor settled so that M. Savon should 
not be put to any expense whatever if it 
was beyond the power of tho House to 
grant his prayer. 

Hon. Mr. walkom pointed out that the 
powors of local legislatures to tax were 
pointed out in tho British North America 
Act — wore specified, in fact. He thought 
the potition should not bo received. | 

Mr. Mara said tho powors of provincial 
legislatures with regard to trade and com- 
merce had not been clearly defined. Tho 
British North America Act prevented tho 
provinces from dealing with matters af- 
fecting trade and commerce, and yet rule 
40 of the rules of order states that any 
measure affecting trado and commerce | 
must emanate from a Committee of the j 
Whole. He thought it better to let tho 
petition go before the Privato Bills Com- j 
mittee and allow them to report upon it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkein said ho had no ob- | 
jectiontothatcour.se being taken as no | 
further expenso would bo incurred. 

Dr. Ash thought it beyond the power I 
of the Dominion government to grant an j 
exclusive right and it would bo a mistake j 
to allow any person to bo deceived into : 
tho belief that he could secure an ex- 
elusive right. 

Mr. Wilson said that every holder of it j 
patent right enjoyed a monopoly. 

The matter hero dropped. 

Mr. Abrams presented a petition from 
Geo. Baker and others praying that the 
powers asked by the Vancouver Coal and 
Land Co. to sink shafts, build railway, 
etc., bo granted as the same would prove 
of great public benefit and advantage 

Mr. Abrams said that tho petition was 
signed by nearly all tho property-holders 
of Nanaimo and he moved that it bo 
printed. 

Dr. Ash. said the petition should be 
printed at the expenso of tho parties in- 
terested in the improvement. 

On motion of Mr. Sinitho tho petition 
went to the private bills committee. 
COURTS. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem obtained leave to 
introduce a Bill intituled "An Act re- 
specting tho Supreme Court of Canada 
and the Exchequer Court of Canada." 

Read a first time. 

COURT RULES. 

Mr. Ferguson moved that as the " Su- 
preme Court Rules, 1880," framed by the 
bun. tho Attorney-General, arc of special 
importance to the several judicial dis- 
tricts of tho Province, in regard to tho 
administration of justice, copies of the 
rules bo supplied to each member. 

Seconded by Mr. Wilson and carried. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that he intend- 
ed to lay copies of tho rules before each 
member with ti bill which ho would short- 
ly introduce to ask the House to assent to 
the rules. The Law Society and tho 
Judges wcro satisfied with the rules, 
which had cost him oight months' labor. 

MUNICIPAL CONSOLIDATION ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem introduced this Bill 
with the remark that there was no new 
principle involved in 'it. He had heard 
suggestions made with regard to increas- 
ed powers to be given municipalities ; 
but the House had the power to alter it 
in any way thoy thought proper. 

Mr. Wilson asked what sections of tho 
former Acts had been omitted from this 
Bill. Ho had only the Consolidated Sta- 
tutes of 1877 to roly upon. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the Consolidat- 
ed Statutes could not bo relied upon. 
There were many inaccuracies. Take 
chapter 'M as an oxamplo. It was all 
head and tail and no body. In this bill 
the schodule would show how every act 
had been disposed of. 

Mr. Wilson wished to have tho bill 
called on Monday next. 

Mr. E. Brown gtatod that the bill was 
only a compilation and that tho House 
had bettor go on with it sooner than Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Smithe thought that tho bill should 
be gone on with as soon as possible. 

Mr. Drummond took occasion to state 
that tho members had not had an oppor- 
tunity to look into tho bill. 

Hon, Mr. Walkom stated that the mu- 
nicipality of Victoria were about to bring 
in a bill referring to their own municipal- 
ity particularly. 

Mr. Williams thought that hon. ment- 
hol's Had not looked round Victoria or 
they would not wish to hurry on tho 
bill so soon. This municipality paid moro 
in taxes annually then all tho municipali- 
ties ooinbinod. It might at least be post- 
poned till aftor Wednesday when tho 
council would have a mooting. 

Mr. Smithe thought as the Council wore 
about to bring in a bill of their own, tho 
House ought to go on with the bill. 



Mr. Vornon was of opinion that it would 
be neither undignified nor unbecoming to 
allow the bill to lie over till Monday. It 
should not be hurried through the House. 
Tho poople of Victoria and other munici- 
palities ought to be considered in thelnst- 
tor. 

Mr. McGillivary wished to correct a 
statement of the junior member for Vic- 
toria that thp municipality of this city 
paid moro taxes than all other muni- 
cipalities combined. Ho showed by 
figures that such had not boon tho case. 
Ho would bo happy to get any suggestions 
from members of the city council; but ho 
thought tho bill should ho gone on with on 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Ash hoped tho Speaker would en- 
force tho rules of the House. Honorablo 
gentlemen on both sides of tho Houso had 
spoken three or four times each. 

Mr. Wilson again attempted to ad 
dross the House amid cries of order,order. 

Mr. Mara was as anxious as anybody 
else that the business of the Houso should 
be completed ;us soon as possible. But a 
bill of such importance and such length 
should not be rushed through. It ought 
to have been laid before tho House at tho 
very beginning of tho session. 

It was finally agreed that tho lull 
should be read a second time on Thurs- 
day. 

MINKltAL At T. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, in moving tho 
second reading of this bill, remarked that 
ho was obliged to. bring it in on account 
of errors in former Acts. There wore 
doubts as to whether the Governor in 
Council had the power to grant discovory 
claims. Tho responsibility of granting 10 
years leases of mining ground by the 
Governor in Council he considered too 
groat. The Mining Acts ropoaled by the 
bill wet'- all more or loss defective. He 
then explained tin- different clauses and 
stated that clause 10 was taken from tho 
School Tax Act and was put in to catch 
tho Chinese. 

Bill committed, Mr. Harris in the 
chair. 

Hon. Mr. Walkein explained the sec- 
tions of former acts that are repealed by 
the 1st clause. Some of those were re- 
onactod in other parts of tho bill. Clauses 
1, 2 and 3 passed without amendment. 

Mr. Gallagher, in reference to clause 4, 
thought that leases should be confined to 
whites. Chinamen should not ho allowed 
to loaso minoral lands. 

Mr. Holgoson agreed with Mr. Galla- 
gher and hoped tho Attornoy-Genoral 
would introduco.a clause to that efl'ect. 

Mr. Vernon thought it would be hard 
for miners to understand such a number 
of Mining Acts. Thoy should bo con- 
solidated. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom quite pgrood with 
the membor for Yale. Consolidation, 
however, would involve a great deal of 
labor and trouble. It '.1011111 bo much 
bettor could tho Acts lie put in u more 
compact form. 

Mr. Ferguson said that last year a com- 
mittee was appointed at Barkervilloto ex- 
amine the mining laws. They found them 
such a jumble of inconsistencies that, they 
could do nothing with them. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem suggested a slight 
amendment in clauses 15 and 4, which woro 
accordingly recommitted for that purpose. 
Ho would endeavor to consolidate tho 
mining laws for next session. 

Clauses 5, (3, 7, 8 and 9 passed without 
discussion. At clauso 10 Mr. Vornon 
could not suo why miners should have to 
pay an annual liconso of 80. 

Mr. Galbraith thought that minors paid 
more in taxes than any other class of men. 
Ho quite agreed with the last speaker that 
this obnovious tax should bo ropoaled, it 
was unjust and iniquitous and ought to bo 
changed. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, in defence of the 
tax, said that gold taken out of tho Crown 
lands impoverished them. Besidos, tho 
minor was protected in his rights and in 
possession of his property. Ho could 
roam all over the I'rovince and take up 
claims wherever ho saw fit. The tax was 
not objectionable. 

Mr. Mara thought that the difl'eronco 
between minors and stockraisera was en- 
tirely in favor of the former; and they did 
not object, to paying tho license. Ho 
hoped the Government would strictly en- 
force the clause and make tho Chinamen 
pay. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven spoke of tho difficulty 
of collocting taxes from Chinamen. The 
clause might be evaded, strict as it might 
appear. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem remarked that China- 
men in mining camps always had picks, 
shovels, rockers, etc., &c, that tho col- 
lector could turn into money. 

Mr. Ferguson instanced a case in point. 
Tho collector took away all tho tools from 
a Chinese mining camp, as tho men pro- 
tested that thoy had no money. Beforo 
he had got far one of the Chinamen camo 
aftor him with moro than 875 in gold 
dust and paid for all the licenses. 

Clauses 10, 11 and 12 then passed. 

After a slight amendment in clauso 1 
which was recommitted, the committee 
rose and reported the bill completo with 
amendments. Report to he considered on 
Tuesday. 

THIRD HEADING. 

The Cattle Marking Bill came up for 
third reading. 

Mr. Vernon asked whether any provis- 
ion had been made for a small foo being 
imposed. 

Mr. Harris had not considered tho mat- 
ter. The bill was accordingly laid over. 

The House adjourned till Tuesday at 
2 p.m.

OPIUM. 

The Use of tho Deadly Drag in 
Victoria. 

China imported from India in lS7'Ji?oO, 
700,000 worth of opium, tho imports of 
all other goods for tho same period ag- 
gregating only 8114,000.000. Sixty-four 
millions for necessaries and more than 
850,000,000 for a health and soul-destroy- 
ing drug ! During tho samo year the ox- 
ports of Chinese products were only 8100,- 
400,000. Tho use of opium is steadily 
increasing throughout the Empire. Sinco 
1867 tho importations of opium havo 
doubled and tho habit has extended to 
districts previously free from the drug. 
Wo have not the statistics at hand; but 
tho statement has been frequently mado, 
and never contradicted, that the consump- 
tion of opium is rapidly increasing in 
civilized countries— particularly in tho 
United States. Tho readers of "Edwin 
Drood" will call to mind Dickens' descrip- 
tion of an opium den in London. There 
is reason to bolieve that similar establish- 
ments exist in nearly all tho largo Euro- 
pean cities, and that their frequenters aro 
not confined to Chinese or East Indians. 
In California and Oregon, whoro tho 
Chincso population is large, tho dons are 
much visited by whites of both soxos. 
Young as well as old abandon themselvos 
to tho pleasures of opium-smoking, and 
tho evil has become so groat that legisla- 
tion has boon found necessary. Tho po- 
lice frequently raid the dons and scoop up 
a miscellaneous assortment of opium eat- 
ers of all colours, ages and conditions, 
whom they find lying on the floors in a 
blissful state of unconsciousness — rovel- 
ing in the joys of an opium olysium. 

"Arothoroany opium dons in Victoria}" 
wc askod an intelligent Chinamen on Sat- 
urday. 

"Yes," he replied, "six or seven. A 
good deal of opium is smoked here; but 
pooplo aro so quiot when under its intlu- 
onco that no ono hoars a sound. Very 
different from tho effects of liquor. Sup- 
pose a man drunk with opium, ho sloops, 
sloops, .sleeps, and dreams, dreams, 
dreams. But suppose a man drunk with 
liquor, he shouts, sings, makos a noise, 
kicks up tho devil and boats his wife or 
gets put in gaol." 

"Aro Chinese tho only pooplo who 
smoke ium in this city? ' 

" No ; plenty white pooplo como. Two 
years ago soven white man and two white 
women used to como and smoke. Now 
fourteen or fifteon comu regular — throo or 
four of them women and two or three 
young boys." 

" What do they pay for a pipeful I" 

"Two bits or four bits. Somotimoa 
thoy havo no money and then thoy bog a 
smoko just as if it was bread. Oh I yes I 
ThoJ- get crazy for opium, somotiines, and 
give away clothes if thoy have no money. " 

" What dooH nn opium -smoker look 
liko?" 

Beckoning us to tho front door tho Ce- 
lestial gazed up and down Cormorant 
stroot for a fow minutes and then pointod 
to tho shrinking, shivering figure of a 
Chinaman crossing the stroot. 

"That man likes opium." 

Tho advancing figure was clad in tho 
dress peculiar to his countrymen. His 
head rested on his breast. His shoulders 
wero drawn up on a lovel with his ears ; 
his chest was sunken ; his hands woro 
pushed into the sleeves of his silk jacket ; 
and as ho scuffled along his appearance 
was that of a shivering wretch who had 
boon fished out of the harbor on a cold 
day and was hurrying homo to change his 
clothes. As he passed the group at tho 
door ho surveyed it with a pair of glassy, 
dead-fish like eyes. "There is no speculation 
in those eyes," we quoted as tho man 
turned into a small, dark alleyway and 
was lost to sight. 

" Whonovor," concluded the Chinaman, 
"you seo a Chinaman or whiteman walk- 
ing liko that man you may bo sure that 
ho likes opium. " 

Assault 'with a Chair. 

Steele's saloon, on Bastion stroot near 
Wharf, was tho sceno of a bloody assault 
on Saturday night. A young man named 
Murray entered the backroom whero 
Peter Steolo, the proprietor, was convers- 
ing with two or three friends. Murray 
addressed an opprobrious epithet to Mr. 
Steele and then struck him on the head 
with a heavy arm chair, inflicting 
wounds of a serious character. Tho as- 
sailant made good his escape for tho time, 
but was arrested by Supt. O'Connor yes- 
terday afternoon upon ti warrant and con- 
voyod to gaol, bail being refused as Steele's 
condition is pronounced by Dr. Matthews 
to bo at least dangerous. Tho causo of 
the assault is not understood. Thero in 
said to havo been no had blood botwoen 
tho men, and it i.s thought that Murray, 
who was undor tho influence of drink, act- 
od from a sudden impulse. Yesterday 
tho assailant was arraigned at tho Police 
Court and remanded. 



Tho New Process for Roducing Quartz. 

Yesterday tho uttondanco of a large 
number of gentlemen, including 8 or 10 
experienced miners, attested to tho in- 
terest taken in tho adjourned test of the 
reduction of quartz by tho Robertson 
process. Two pounds of hard Clinton 
quartz, two pounds of Cariboo qnartz and 
ono anda-haif pounds of Quesnollo quartz 
wore speedily rendered to a muddy pulp 
without the milling process and all present 
wero at once convinced of tho groat utili- 
ty and economy of the process. Tho 
quicksilver amalgam was then evaporat- 
ed; but tho result of the residues cannot 
bo determined until furthor treatment to- 
day. It was evident to all, however, 
that if there is any gold or Bilvcr in tho 
rock it can without doubt be extracted 
from intractable ores.

PIG- IRON. 

Succo33 of tho Port Townsend Smelt- 
ing "Works, 

Tlio Port Townsend Argus publishes an 
interesting article 011 tho results that have 
attended the smelting of iron oro at that 
place. Tho enterprise has proved entire- 
ly successful, titter an outlay of only 
§30,000, including tho cost of opening the 
Taxada mine. Air. Williamson, tho well- 
known founder at Seattle, has molted up 
two tons of tho metal produced by this 
furnace, mado a number of castings, in- 
cluding ono car whool, and ho pronounces 
upon it in theso words: "It runs good, 
clear metal and makes strong castings." 
Accompanying this testimonial was an 
order for twenty tons of iron immediately 
for tho foundry. Thus is tho foreign 
supply cut short at onco, and tho first note 
of triumph sounded. Tho furnace runs 
night and day, and at present furnishes 
immediate employment to some twenty- 
tivo men. Tho Argus is informed that as 
soon as it is thoroughly dried and gets 
down to working in earnest it will produce 
from ten to fifteen tons of iron every 
twenty-four hours. This iron, on account 
of its superior quality, will bo worth from j 
§30 to 840 per ton ; so that tho lucky 1 
stockholders may bo congratulated upon 
tho value of thoir property. Linio rock 
for tho furnaco is brought from tho im- 
menso deposits on San Juan and Orcas 
Islands, and is used at the rato of about 
one part to six parts of oro. Tho uso of 
Taxada iron at theso works has proved 
remunerative and it is thought that 150 
men will soon be employed in mining and 
smelting.

EUROPE. 
Xkw York, Feb. G. — A cable dis 
patch to tlio Tribune from London of 
the 5th says : The manifesto of tin 
Parnellite members is published to-duv, 
they say, all over the world. It give.-, 
an utterly misleading account of the 
suspension of tho homo rulers from tho 
bouse. It is untrue that tho Irish mem- 
bers were removed for claiming their 
rights within tin- ruled and precedents 
of parliament. They were suspended 
for open, persistent, organized defiance 
of the rule and precedents of the house 
and tho legitimate authority of the 
speaker. First Dillon, then Parnell, 
then the whole body of homo rulers 
deliberately defied tho speaker and re- 
fused to ohoy an order which were admit 
ted to bo within his competence. This 
conspiracy contrived originally for the 
debate on the now order, which tho 
Parnellitos meant to protect several 
days, exploded permaturely in con 
sequence of their exasperation at 
Davitt's arrest. Tho result was fatal 
to the whole .scheme of obstruction. 
Hence the frantic effort to misrepre- 
sent the facts. Few or none of Parnell'a 
English champions pretend to excuse 
his last act. English opinion was never 
more unanimous in condemning the 
outrage upon tho dignity and authority 
of tho house, the wholo radical press 
assenting to tho passage of the new 
rule. Davitt's am st occurring simul- 
taneously carried consternation into 
tho Parnell ranks. 

At a private meeting of his support- 
ers held yesterday, every kind of vio- 
lent course was proposed and rejected 
amid a genoral admission of helpless- 
ness. Parnell says the Leaguo move- 
ments will continue as beforo, but 
others privately confess that thoro is 
nobody to replace Davitt, who is uni- 
versally regarded in Ireland as the soul 
of the whole movement. Every pre- 
caution was taken by tho government 
before his arrest to repress any possi- 
ble disturbance, but there are no signs 
of any rising thus, Irish indignation 
finding full vent in a now shape. The 
ministers intimato that although Davitt 
has been returned to penal servitude 
for seven years, nominally, he will he 
released when the crisis is over, on 
condition that he resides abroad. Tho 
government has no power to grant the 
request that he be treated as a first- 
class misdemeanant. 

London, Feb. 7. — A large demon- 
stration was held in Trafalgar square 
on Sunday by the Radical Club, pro- 
testing against coercion. 

London, Feb. 5. — Tho Times ap- 
proves Davitt's arrest, and says : Da- 
vitt has been active in sedition, verging 
on treason, and ho is an, adventurer, 
acquainted with the springs and meth- 
ods of the Fenian conspiracy. Nolan 
and Labouchero arc interesting them- 
selves in regard to a memorial concern- 
ing Davitt. 

The debate on the Coercian Bill will 
probably end on Wednesday. 

London, Feb. t. — Davitt had not 
been many minutes in Millbank Peni- 
tentiary when he appeared in the garb 
of a convict. Ho will be removed to 
another prison in a few days. 

A manifesto by the Home Rule 
members, denouncing the conduct of 
the House, has been issued and tele- 
graphed all over tho kingdom nnd to 
America and Australia. 

New York, Feb. 8. — Patrick Eagan, 
Treasurer of the Land League, tele- 
graphs to the editor of tho Irish World 
from Paris that he is in that city to 
maintain connection between Ireland 
and America- He adds: "Ireland is 
thoroughly organized ; the people are 
resolute, undaunted, discipline.!. Priests 
and laymen, Catholics and Protestants, 
aro as ono. Never was such a specta- 
cle of union witnessed. The substan- 
tial aid constantly wafted over to us 
from our kindred in the Great Repub- 
lic, and the sympathy of tho American 
people, expressed through the mouth of 
the United States Congress, has irfus- 
od into Ireland a spirit of hope and 
determination to fight it out to the 
bitter end, till landlordism is dead and 
all forms of usurpation and tyranny 
aro laid prostrate. Redouble your 
exertions, fellow-countrymen ; show to 
the enemy that the hope of our nation 
is made imperishablo by tho greater 
Ireland across tho sea." 

It is generally believed that the 
police will seize tho Land Leaguo. 

London, Feb. 8. — The Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Council said to-night that 
the greator part of the American cat- 
tle lauded in England were in splendid 
condition. The allegations of ill-treat- 
ment wero being investigated • in the 
Houso of Lords. 

Lord Lytton, late Viceroy of India, 
gave notice that he would ask for the 
production of tho papers showing 
Russian intrigue with Sbere Ali, found 
in Cabul after tho murder of Major 
Cavagnari. 

Lord Granville, Foreign Secretary, 
said the government had no objection 
to produco tho papers. Copies had 
been furnished the Russian Embasa- 
dor, who sent them to the Russian for- 
eign office. The latter had obtained 
from General KaufFman all his corres- 
pondence with Shere Ali, and on com- 
paring it with the documents in the 
possession of the British, found the 
latter gavo a wrong impression in con- 
sequence of omissions, mistranslations 
and confusion in the use of tho words 
"allianco" and "friendship." 

Lord Lytton also gave notice that at 
the earliest opportunity thoy should of- 
fer a resolution regarding the evacua 
tion of Candahar. 

The debate on the coercion bill was 
resumed. 

Justin McCarthy moved an adjourn- 
ment of the debate. 

Gladstone opposed, and the motion 
was rejected by 422 to 14. 

Gladstone, observing a determination 
to further resistance, and in considera- 
tion that tho Speaker would shortly 
Bubmit now rules, consented to an ad- 



journment, and tho debate was so ad- 
journed. 

Dublin, Feb. 9. — At a private meet- 
ing of the Land League held this even- 
ing, after passing a resolution con- 
demning tho action of the government 
in forcing coercion, ic was declared 
that the Irish pooplo had very little to 
expect from parliament during tho pro- 
sent session and that their only hopo 
lay in keeping tho power of tho Leaguo 
unbroken, and "that in viow of the 
vast importance in securing the sym- 
pathy of tho American p«op!e and tho 
co-operation of the Irish in America, 
we request our President, Mr. Parnell, 
to proceed at onco to America with 
these objects." A further resolution 
assures Mr. Parnell of tho ability and 
determination of the'officers to main- 
tain the power of the League. Messrs. 
Brennan and Dillon wero appointed to 
wait on Parnell and convey to him the 
wishes of the League. 

London, Fob. 9. — The statement 
that the Irish members receivo a 
weekly allowance from the funds of the 
Lnnd League will probably bo brought 
beforo the House as question of privi- 
lege. 

London, Feb. 9. — The following ad- 
ditional particulars havo been received 
of tho wreck of the steamer Bohemian 
in Dunlough bay, Ireland: Tho coast- 
guard men tried to put out in their 
boats, but they could not bo launched, 
owing to the heavy surf. At 2:30 in 
tho afternoon a rocket apparatus was 
sent for, but did not arrival till lato 
in the evening, when the two men who 
wero seen on tho rocks were probably 
drowned. A seaman named Stinger 
states that they had moderate easterly 
winds. Ho was on tho lookout on tho 
night of the disaster. After sighting 
Calf light the weather got very thick. 
Soon after he reported breakers ahead 
and shouted, "Hard-aport; full speed 
astern." The timto gave the order, 
which svas executed. About fivo min- 
utes after tho steamer struck. Tho 
crew commenced to rush about, but 
the captain was perfectly cool. Two 
starboard boats woro swung. Six per- 
sons got into one, but it was stove in. 
The second also was damaged, owing 
to the rolling of tho vessel. Eighteen 
got into the port lifeboats. Tho engi- 
neers wero waiting to get in, but the 
line broke and the boat drifted astern. 
It was being rowed back when the 
vessel keeled over and sank stern fore- 
most. Five men were rescued from 
tiie damaged boat, of whom two died. 

Tho steward stated that when tbo 
Captain found the fog settling 011 he 
instructed the third ollicer to koep two 
points oil". He then consulted a chart, 
and on going on deck and looking at 
the ship's course, exclaimed: "Good 
God I What are you doing? Hard-a- 
port!" She struck soon afterwards. 
.Tho second officer, below at the time, 
attributes the disaster to the third of- 
ficer mistaking tho Captain's orders, 
and keeping her two points of tho 
wind instead of off the shore. The 
Captain gave orders to go full speed 
astern before the ship struck. Tho 
boatswain states that after the pin- 
nace was launched, into which tho 
Captain was trying to get, the main- 
mast struck it. Tho chief officer of 
tho coast guard says: He saw only 
one man clinging to the wreck. A 
rocket line was twice shot over the 
place, but tho third timo it got entan- 
gled in tho rock. Tho watch on deck 
at tho time was drowned. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Chkstek, Pa., Feb. 1.— Tho Willa- 
mette, the new iron steamer built at 
Roache's Yard, for the Oregon Steam- 
ship Company, was launched hero to- 
day. Sho is 312 feet long, 39 feefc 
beam, and her tonnage is 2,630. 

Galveston, Feb. 6.— The northbound 
express was wrecked nine miles north 
of Hem listed on tho Texas Central 
Railroad yesterday morning. The en- 
gine fell through Cedar Creek bridge, 
throwing the express, two baggage and 
arid two passenger coaches down a 
tifteen-foot embankment, bottom up- 
wards. The sleeper kept the track. 
Tho Strakosch and Hess English Opera 
troupe wtts among the passengers. 
Eighteen persons were injured. The 
more serious tire Conrad Sittig, side and 
hip; Rose Marion, chorus singer, thrown 
through the window and badly cut; 
one cornet player has a broken arm; 
Levy, of New York, has a broken nose. 
The injured were sent to Houston. 

New York, Feb. 9 — Three China- 
men — Jun Johnson, Ah Hun aud Lee 
At Chu, who keeps a laundry in Chat- 
ham Square — were, badly beaten hy 
four roughs, who, in turn, carried off 
several scalp wounds inflicted by var- 
ious weapons in the hands of the infuri- 
ated MonogoHans. The object of tho 
attack is supposed to havo been the 
money drawer, but tho assailants were 
repulsed without effecting th°ir design. 
None of the parties were arrested, as 
tho ruffians made their escape with 
their cut and bloody heads.
